JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA... 
Henry Jonker, 25, Associated Press staf- 
fer, is a very i : : 
deliberate sort y 
of person, writes 
Richard Kasis ch- 
ke, AP chief of 
bureau. So mild 
and deliberate, 
in fact, that the 
AP headquarters 
was shocked 
when Henry 
phoned April 9 ‘ 
and exploded Kasischke 
“warm up that Telex. I’ve got a bul- 
letin hot.’’ 

Then Jonker flashed the first word to 
the outside world that South African 
Prime Minister Verwoerd had been shot 
at Johannesburg’s Trade Fair and gave 
Associated Press a world wide news- 
beat which AP Photographer Dennis 
Royle matched with the first radiophotos 
of the wounded official. 

Jonker was assigned with fellow staf- 
fer Adrian Porter and Royle to cover 
Verwoerd’s visit to the exposition and 
his scheduled speech. Lynn Heinzerling 
and Kasischke monitored the speech via 
the radio at the downtown office. The 
speech appeared dull, with only a few 
sentences to make a story. 

Then the roof fell in as the would-be 
assassin fired at pointblank range and 
twice hit Verwoerd. 

Dashing through the milling crowd, 
Jonker got to the fairgrounds phone first 
with the bulletin, which Heinzerling took 
and punched out on the Telex. Kasischke 
took the second take and asked Leonard 
Ingalls of the New York Times to take 
the third as Heinzerling kept punching — 
adding background. When Jonker left the 
exposition phone, Porter took over and 
gave additional information. 

Then Heinzerling, an old hand at 
South African coverage, got the idea to 
phone London and backstop the urgent 
cables he had punched. The phone, it 
turned out, beat the cables and Old Pro 
Heinzerling reeled off a lengthy running 
story which was amplified various ways 
— Jonker and Porter coming in with eye- 
witnessers.

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As the Inkstains Faded, Dedication Grew Deeper 


(Editors Note: The following is a review 
by Allan Keller of the World-Telegram 
and Sun on John Hottenberg’s book, ‘‘The 
Professional Journalist,” published by 
Hemg Holt, and Company, New York. 


The only business specifically pro- 
tected by the United States Constitution 
is that of the newspaper, whose rights 
are spelled out in the First Amendment. 
In the early years of the young nation— 
which we believe ran into the 1920s— 
a few dedicated men worked to produce 
good papers, assisted by underpaid, 
unfortunate journalists who often drifted 
into the profession without any deep 
moral impulse. 

Today the picture has changed. The 
40 years that followed World War I saw 
the hard-drinking, itchy-footed, ink- 
stained wretch replaced by ahard-working, 
respected, mortgage-paying professional 
who won’t take a back seat to doctor, 
lawyer or engineer. 

In the roster of those who are fighting 
for others’ rights, no profession stands 
ahead of the journalist’s. This book is a 
guide for those who have picked up their 
lance and are entering the lists. But it is 
more, for it throws light on the nature of 
the battle that must be fought again and 
again since victory can never be complete. 

First of all, there is need for more 
papers and more readers in this country. 
An agency of the United Nations has 
shown that Britishers read more news- 
papers than any other nationals and that 
Americans are in 10th place, tied with 
the Japanese. This is a challenge that 
obviously won’t go unnoticed. 


For Alert Readership 


John Hohenberg outlines the need for 
a more alert reading public. ‘‘Getting 
people to read or listen, and then remem- 
ber, is a universal problem,’’ he writes. 
“‘The message goes out with a lot of

strength behind it, but the echo is often 
very faint...’ This phenomenon, known 


as ‘‘weak feedback,’’ confronts every 
editor—and to a lesser degree—every 
writer. 


And it is this which requires a pro- 
fessional journalist. No slap-dash, hit- 
or-miss reporter, no matter how inspired 
or how facile a handler of the language, 
can cope with the problems imposed by 
the nature of mass communications 
today. 

Nothing will ever replace a built-in, 
vital sense of news and an inborn desire 
to seek it out and tell it. All the college 
degrees in the book will not make up for 
their absence. But today’s papers are 
being edited to an increasing degree by 
men trained for their roles in journalism 
at professional schools. 

It is Mr. Hohenberg’s thesis that 
most of the romance of the Richard Hard- 
ing Davis school of newspapering has 
gone with the buffalo and the passenger 
pigeon. New values have replaced the old.

‘Journalism is a restless profession, 
as changeable as the news in which it 
deals,’’ says Mr. Hohenberg. ‘‘Its appeal 
is universal. Its fascination is com- 
pounded of novelty, surprise, satisfaction, 
fulfillment, sometimes disappointment, 
and occasionally even shock over the 


ceaseless variety inthe story of mankind?” 


‘The Professional Journalist’? goes 
farther and does a better job of telling 
the young would-be reporter and the man 
already in the first years of his pro- 
fession how to improve himself. Mr. 
Hohenberg wrote it under the prompting 
of Edward W. Barrett, dean of the Graduate 
School of Journalism at Columbia, and 
both deserve praise for the end result. 

By its use many may become what 
Mr. Hohenberg—a veteran New York news- 
paperman and professor at the Columbia 
school—describes as a good reporter in 
this way: 

‘Journalism would not be his profes- 
sion if it were a mere recording network 
for events. He is a primary force in our 
daily life, a force that transmits, explains 
and sometimes originates a world-wide 
flow of current events and ideas. He 
exerts a vast and incalculable influence 
over the people within his range of com- 
munication.’’

And in the London bureau, dictation 
was handled by Errol Friedman, son of 
David Friedman, chief editor of the South 
African Press Association, who was ac- 
quainted with the local situation. 

Meanwhile several other American 
newsmen were witnesses to the assassi- 
nation attempt. NBC’s Welles Hangen 
was six feet away when Verwoerd fell. 
His cameraman, Helmut Ammon, rushed 
his film for a London plane where it was 
viewed by millions in Great Britain. A 
portion of this film was cable-filmed to 
this country to become the first film seen 
in America of the incident. 

Atthe shooting scene also was ABC’s 
Charles Arnot, who actually brushed 
shoulders with Verwoerd as the South 
African prime minister walked to the 
stand, and CBS’s Winston Burdett. 
Burdett’s cameraman, Cyril Bliss, was 
struck by a policeman but not injured. 
Bliss personally took his film to Salis- 
bury, South Rhodesia, to avoid any pos- 
sible problems at a South African airport. 

Heinzerling, who headed the Johan- 
nesburg bureau but was to take charge 
of AP coverage in Vienna, has remained 
here temporarily because of the news 
pressure. He described April 9 as the 
busiest day and night since he went from 
Geneva to Vienna in 1956 to help the 
Vienna staff with their biggest story — 
the Hungarian revolution. 

For Photographer Royle it was also 
a big day as his shot of the slumping, 
wounded Verwoerd was splashed with a 
creditline in the Johannesburg Sunday 


Times and sought by all other papers. 


Said Royle, who arrived here only 
about a week ago from London: 

“A couple of muffled shots — a glass 
jug on the head — the camera drenched 
with water—a mad rush out of the exposi- 
tion grounds and amasement of finding a 
reasonable negative. That’s all it took — 
plus a load of luck”.
